Tile site upon which the Museum of Art is 
to he erected is bounded by Eightieth dad 
Eighty-fourt'a streets, and by the Fifth avenue 
and Central Park. 


The appropriation which was made by the 
Legislature for Hie construction of the build 
lug amounts, as in the case of the Museum of 
Natural History, to $500,000. 
For this sam 
no building worthy of tho City and of the ob 
ject could lie constructed, and it was resolved 
by the Park Commissioners and tile officers of 
the Art Museum that the building to lie now 
erected be so constructed that it would, ns in 
the case af the Museum of Nuturui History, 
be complete in itself for the present, Hat at 
some future day could be formed iuto one 
part or section of a more extensive and com­ 
mo lions edifice. 
Messrs. Vaux and Mould, 
the architects of the department, were in­ 
structed accordingly, and are just now com­ 
pleting plans for the proposed museum. 
The 
grand building, when finished, will be in the 
form of a parallelogram, and will inclose six 
garden courts. 
In it will bo contained balls 
and saloons for Hie exhibition of paintings, 
statuary, works of engineering, mechanical 
drawings, bronzes, pottery, and works of art 
generally. 
Tho main building will be 956 
foot long, with ten wings extending to a length 
of D3G feet. 
At the southern end of the prin­ 
cipal structure ii hall for panoramas will be 
unlit. 
This w ill be 250 feet long. 
The style 
of architecture will be Venetian Gothic. 
The 
museum will have a height of TO feet to cor­ 
nice, and from tli.il to the ridge of the Man­ 
sard roof will be 20 feet higher. 
Seventeen 
towers aud domes will decorate the roof and 
elu der around one grand dome, which is to 
rise above the main or central hall. 
The ma­ 
terial to boused in the construction of the 
building will be Philadelphia brick and light 
gray and brown granite. 
It is estimated that 
the entire cost of construction will bt* about 
$10,000,000. 


The section now to bi built by authoriza­ 
tion of and with the $500,000 appropriated 
by the Legislature of 1871, will be only one- 
twentieth part of the whole structure, as 
shown by Hic plans of the architect. 
It will 
form about tile middle part of the entire build­ 
ing, and will be 233 feet long by 99 feet wide. 
Tile general height will be, from Hie ground 
line to Hie cornice, 53 feet, and from theuceto 
Hie ridge of tho roof, about 30 feet more. Tile 
banding will contain one largo hall for Hie 
moral exhibition of objects of art. 
This 
will occupy Hie principal or first floor, and 
will extend entirely to the roof, thus taking in 
two stories more. 
It will bo 109 feet long and 
95 feet wide. 
Until the completion of the 
more extensive structure contemplated, this 
will be treed as the grand saloon of exhibition. 
From engaged and highly-decorated columns 
will spring iron ribs arid arches which will 
support the roof, and lie ornamented in vari­ 
ous ways. 
Light will lie admitted by an inge­ 
nious skylight arrangement and by plate-glass 
side w indows. 
The ceiling, In that part not 
taken up by the skylight, will lie decorated 
with fresco drawings by celebrated artists. 
Tile cil l walls arc to be treated iii the same 
way. 
The cornice is to lie elaborately orna­ 
mented, with artistically arranged tiles and 
|K>lished marble blocks. 
Tile floor will be of 
different colori*d marbles in novel pattern?. 
Extending from and at either cud of this prin­ 
cipal saloon, will lie two smaller exhibition 
halls and corridors for the reception of sculp­ 
ture and large piece* of pottery and china. 
A'hA o the entrance halls will be tho grand 
alootts for the exhibition of paintings and 
waler ( olor drawings. 
These will be light­ 
ed by patent skylights (rom ulx»ve, arni will 
'ie tilted up with every known appliance for 
the proper display of pictures. 
The whole 
ra ig*- of walls can Im* devoted to this purjKise, 
as no side window* will lie introduce*). 


The ground or entrance floor will be occu­ 
pied at one end by reception aud dressing- 
rooms, and al the other by offices and parlors 
f ir the use of the Directors and other officers 
of tho museum. 
All these apartments will be 
handsomely fitted up and furnished. 
Rooms 
will also be provided on this floor for artists 
und ar* students. 
The basement will l>e oc­ 
cupied bv necessary machinery, furnaces aud 
coal vaults. 
Four stone staircases, carved 
and ornamented, w ill lead from the ground to 
the highest story. 
Two elevator* will also Ik; 
provided for Hie accommodation of visitors, 
and for the carrying of heavy pictures and 
statuary. 
The exterior of the building will present a 
very simple but imposing appearance. 
From 
the ground to tho principal story light-colored 
granite will lac used. 
Above this Philadelphia 
and Baltimore brick wilt be employed. 
The 
dressings at the window arches and cornices 
are to be of light gray and Quincy granite. 
Above each window, and just below the gran­ 
ite areh, a block of highly polished and carved 
red marble will Ik* placed. 
The frieze cornice 
will be decorated w Ah incuustic tiles and pol- 
ished granite, und upon this is to bo placed 
the Mansard roof of slate squares, variously 
colored and arranged. 
The entire structure 
is to be surmounted with .a created ridge of 
bronze. 
The architects are doing everything 
in their (tower Lo make the building as fire­ 
proof as possible. 
Wood will only be used 
when absolutely necessary, and when it is em­ 
ployed it will be so bedded in iroti or s one as 
to make a conflagration very improbable. 
The ar ra age rn e n tsiwli ic b are beiug made for 
heating and ventilation are very perfect. 
The 
furnace flues will be fire-brick and the coil 
pi|>es of iron. 
These will be placed, as in the 
Museum of Natural History, in front of a per­ 
forated iron windowsill, thus securing heat 
and perfect ventilation at the same time. 
When completed, the valuable collection of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. including 
the De O s no la collection, will be placed in the 
building.

The site upon which the Museum of Art is 
to be erected is bounded by Eightieth and 
Eighty-fourth streets, and by the Fifth avenue 
and Central Park.

For this snm 
no building worthy of the City and of the ob­ 
ject could be constructed, and it was resolved 
by the Park Commissioners and the officers of 
the Art Museum that the building to be now 
erected be so constructed that it would, as in 
the case of the Museum of Natural History, 
be complete in itself for the present, but at 
some future day could be formed into one 
part or section of a more extensive and com­ 
modious edifice. Messrs. Vaux and Mould, 
the architects of the department, were in­ 
structed accordingly, and are just now com­ 
pleting plans for the proposed museum. The 
grand building, when finished, will be in the 
form of a parallelogram, and will inclose six 
garden courts. In it will be contained halls 
and saloons for the exhibition of paintings, 
statuary, works of engineering, mechanical 
drawings, bronzes, pottery, and works of art 
generally. 
The main building will be 956 
feet long, with ten wings extending to a length 
of 93G feet. At the southern end of the prin­ 
cipal structure a hall for panoramas will be 
built. This will be 250 feet long. The style 
of architecture will be Venetian Gothic. The 
museum will have a height or 70 feet to cor­ 
nice, and from that to the ridge of the Man­ 
sard roof will be 20 feet higher. Seventeen 
towers and domes will decorate the roof and 
cluster around one grand dome, which is to 
rise above the main or central hall. The ma­ 
terial to be used iu the construction of (be 
building will be Philadelphia brick and light 
gray and brown granite. It is estimated that 
the entire cost of construction will be about 
$ 10, 000, 000. 
The section now to be built by authoriza­ 
tion of and with the $500,000 appropriated 
by the Legislature of 1871, will be only one- 
twentieth part of the whole structure, as 
shown by the plans of the architect. It will 
form about the middle part of the entire build­ 
ing, and will be 233 feet long by 99 feet wide. 
The general height will be, from the ground 
line to the cornice, 53 feet, and from thence to 
the ridge of the roof, about 30 feet more. Tlte 
building will contain one largo' hall for tlte 
general exhibition of objects of art. This 
will occupy the principal or first floor, and 
will extend entirely to the roof, thus taking in 
two stories more. It will be 109 feet long and 
95 feet wide. Until the completion of the 
more extensive structure contemplated, this 
will be used as tlie grand saloon of exhibition. 
From engaged and highly-decorated columns 
will spring iron ribs and arche3 which will 
upport the roof, and be ornamented in vari­ 
ous ways. Light will be admitted by an inge­ 
nious skylight arrangement and by plate-glass 
side windows. The ceiling, in that part not 
taken up by the skylight, will be decorated 
with fresco drawings by celebrated artists. 
The end walls arc to be troated in the same 
way. The cornice is to be elaborately orna­ 
mented, with artistically arranged tiles and 
polished marble blocks. The floor will be of 
different colored marbles in novel patterns. 
Extending from and at either end of this prin­ 
cipal saloon, will be two smaller exhibition 
halls and corridors for the reception of sculp­ 
ture ami large pieces of pottery and china. 
AboVe the entrance halls will be the grand 
aloons for the exhibition of paintings and 
water color drawings. These will be light- 
by patent skyiights from above, and will 
fitted up with every known appliance for 
the proper display of pictures. The whole 
range of walls can be devoted to this purpose, 
as no side windows will be introduced. 
The ground or entrance floor will be occu­ 
pied at one end by reception and dressing- 
ooms, and at the other by offices and parlors 
for the use of the Directors and other officers 
of the museum. All these apartments will be 
handsomely filled up and furnished. Rooms 
will also be provided on this floor for artists 
and art students. Tlte basement will be oc­ 
cupied by necessary machinery, furnaces and 
coal vaults. Four stone staircases, carved 
and ornamented, will lead from the ground to 
the highest story. Two elevators will also bo 
provided for the accommodation of visitors, 
and for the carrying of heavy pictures and 
statuary. 
The exterior of the building will present a 
very simple but imposing appearance. From 
the ground to the principal story light-colored 
granite will be used. Above tbis Philadelphia 
and Baltimore brick will be employed. The 
dressings at the window arches and cornices 
are to be of light gray and Quincy granite. 
Above each window, and just below the gran­ 
ite arch, a block of Highly polished and carved 
red marble will be placed. The frieze cornice 
will be decorated wUh incaustic tiles and pol­ 
ished granite, and upon this is to be placed 
the Mansard roof of slate squares, variously 
colored and arranged. The entire structure 
is to be surmounted witli ,n crested ridge of 
bronze. Tlte architects are doing everythin^ 
in their power lo make the building as fire­ 
proof as possible. Wood will only be used 
when absolutely necessary, and when it is em­ 
ployed it will be so bedded in iron or s'.one as 
to make a conflagration very improbable. 
The arrangementSjWhich arc being made for 
heating and ventilation arc very perfect. The 
furnace Hues will be fire-brick and the coil 
pipes of iron. These will be placed, as in the 
Museum of Natural History, in front of a per­ 
forated iron windowsill, thus securing heat 
and perfect ventilation, at the same time. 
When completed, the valuable collection of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, including 
the De Cesnola collection, will be placed in the 
building.

The newspaper prophets are taking time 
neatly by the forelock and warning U3 against 
the certain coming of the cholera this spring. 
We shouldn’t wonder if it did come; we are in 
very bad shape in this country, very; nothing 
would be too bad for us. We are unworthy 
of the smallest providential favors, and if we 
get to dying oil in two or three months from 
now, like shelled corn tumbling through a 
hopper, we shall think nothing strange of it. 
If the cholera doesn’t come for our dirty 
streets it will drop down on us in the form of 
a judgment for our having Butler and Sim­ 
mons, Jayne and Sanborn and so oil. It’s no 
use to wash up or sweep oui, tain’t the gut­ 
ters nor the sewers—it’s our national naughti­ 
ness that’s going to do the business for us. 
It ought to be done—the appointment of 
the commission to take care of our forests 
recommended by the Science Association 
which met at Portland last summer. With a 
prodigality nothing less than wicked the axe 
has been and is now laying lifted up upon the 
thick lives all over the wooded parts of our 
land. In the absence of authority to check 
this waste it lias gone on and still goes on 
uurebuked, to the damage of U3 all. What 
with unnecessary chopping and (ires resulting 
from carelessness, if nothing is done to pre­ 
vent it, the grand growth of trees will soon 
make their absence felt, as a direct loss of 
national riche3. We arc glad to see that the 
President lias found time to prepare and send 
to Congress a message on this subject; and 
although nothing more comes of it immedi­ 
ately than the enforcement of existing laws, 
the saving will more than justify the trouble 
and expense incident to such a commission. 


Senator Carpenter lias just refreshed his 
brethren with another little chapter of that 
Louisiana story. The Senator is wonderfully 
courageous or miraculously obtuse in not mod­ 
ifying its tone to suit the atmosphere of a dis­ 
tinct and recent administration triumph. 
If

evening. To be sure:-why not? But tbeu, 
you know, in the case of the mystified Forbes 
and his Beacon street constituency, the Lord 
didn’t deliver Daniel. On the contrary that 
good man got awfully clawed and Chewed up 
down there at Washington .in the den at “the 
other end of the avenue.” That’s why we 
think Carpenter would show much discretion 
if he would only lay his hand caressingly up­ 
on the lion’s mane. Then, no doubt, the pac­ 
ified beast, like Bottom in the play, would 
“roar you gently a3 a sucking dove.” Per­ 
haps Mr. Carpenter wants no favors aud wears 
a thick coat of mail under his other clothes. 
In such case ho is safe. Is’nt it curious 
though that after so many aud so cogent 
speeches about it, Congress is altogether un­ 
able to And out what sort of government ex­ 
ists in Louisiana, or whether there is any at 
all or not ? Is it not nearly time some practi­ 
cal step was taken to abate that stale scandal 
down Soglb ?

The Hog—In Articulo IVIorlis. 
Mr. Bergli is probably the sweetest boon 
sent by a kind Providence to smoAth the devi­ 
ous paths of life for quadrupedalian nature. 
The car and stage liorse3 recognize him by 
a joyous neigh, and the captured shad wig­ 
gling his tail for the last time in the market 
rolls toward Mr. Bergli the final glimmer of 
his glazing eye in thanks for the well-meant 
efforts put forth by the great piscatorial pre­ 
server to prevent a fatal result to the scaly 
business of his taking oil. Now the hard­ 
hearted hog slaughterers are to take a lesson 
in loving their kind. Bcrgh has proceeded 
against the proprietors of certain establish­ 
ments of that sort for the cruelty they show to 
our porcine brotherhood. To be plain and 
concise, lie has notified the butchers not to 
hang up a hog by the heels preliminary to 
cutting its gentle throat. The point ¡3 that 
the hog is known to be greatly inconvenienced 
and flustered by such an inartistic handling of 
his person. The mere right to kill Mr. Bergh 
reluctantly concedes, inasmuch as our hams 
and sausages must tie more or lcs3 defunct for 
use. Further lie concedes nothing; insisting 
on the contrary that the tenderest treatment 
in connection with all the details of his immo­ 
lation upon the altar of human rapacity is due 
to the patient, sagacious and sensitive porker. 
The law—i. e., Mr. Bergli’s law—we believe 
requires the administration of a preparatory 
tap on the head by the officiating butcher to 
render the aniujul oblivious to the bloody coup 
de grace which is to follow; and this, it is 
claimed, is generally omitted. A still more 
horrifying act of cruelty is the immersion into 
boiling hot water of the helpless hog before it 
is _ certain he is absolutely dead. We can 
speeify nothing farther.

To go and relieve these sail cases instantcr." 
All the more because ex-Mayor Oakey Hall, 
who is counsel for the pigs, states that ho “has 
had experience” of hogs being strung up l>y 
the heels iu the horrible fashion described, and 
knows how cruel and revolting it is. Of course 
this “experience” of Hall’s must have occurred 
to him in some earlier stage of his historical 
existence, but the accuracy of his recollection 
of the event is not to be profanely questioned. 
We feel faint and sick with the subject aud 
can only oflcr a suggestion or two. Let there 
be a regularly appointed corps of doctors to 
attend all slaughterings to render the hogs 
insensible by means of chloroform before they 
are hit on the head aocording to law. Then 
let the blow be delivered upon the creature's 
nose, where it will be most effectual from the 
fact that the said organ is so seldom b'.own. 
Afterwards let him bo inverted and bled—the 
doctor standing near and keeping count of the 
pulse, as is the custom at all first-class execu­ 
tions. Then, after the body ha3 been packed 
in ice for throe days to ensure the extinction 
of fife and sensibility, may corhe the boiling- 
hot water part of the delicate process. While 
we are aware that a lack of intimate acquaint­ 
ance with the nature of the beast may have 
betrayed us into seeming harshness in our 
recommendations, we feel confident that the 
fuller knowledge and more lively sympathies 
of Messrs. Bergli and Hall will not allow I heir 
proteges to sufler on that account. 


Dr. I’diteous has been preaching in the 
wrong places to the wrong people, and so 
Bishops Potter and Littlejohn have notified 
him that he cannot hereafter bo permitted to 
preach in the right places to the right people. 
Which makes it.bad all around. We don’t

Another War in Prosper*. 
Lisbon,March 5.—The Brazilian mail steam­ 
er from Rio Janeiro February 8th has arrived. 
The probability of war with the Argentine

eral decline of values in consequence. Troops 
and vessels were going forward to Paraguay.

U'bat CurloN Proposes. 
London, March 5.—A special to the Times 
from Bayonne contains the following intelli­ 
gence, obtained from Carlist sources: Don 
Carlos has announced that il is not his inten­ 
tion to impose a contribution upon the popu­ 
lation of Bilboa when that place is taken. On 
his entrance iuto the city he will proceed to 
the cathedral and be crowned King of Spain. 
He will swear to support the liberties of the 
people aud will constitutes a government with 
General Elio as President of Ihc'Council. An 
appeal will be made to foreign powers to recog­ 
nize the belligerency of the Carlists. lie will 
declare Spaniards exempt from allegiance to 
any other government than his own. lie will 
draw $5,000,000 as the first installment of the 
loan previously contracted. 
RUltAT It KIT VI’,. 
T iie N ew P a r lia m e n t. 
L ondon, March 5.—The new Parliamemt as­ 
sembled to-day. The opening proceedings in 
the chamber of Peers were formal and unin­ 
teresting. In the House of Commons Henry 
Chaplin, Conservative, proposed and Lord 
Cavendish seconded the motion that Right 
Hon. Henry Bo averie Brand, Speaker of the 
last House, be declared Speaker of the present 
House. After eulogistic speeches the motion 
was unanimously carried. Hon. Percy Her­ 
bert congratulated the Speaker in behalf of 
the absent members and Mr. Gladstone ten­ 
dere 1 him the compliments of the opposition. 
The swearing of members then began. Glad­ 
stone was most warmly receive ! by the Libe­ 
ral members when he eutered the hall and 
took his seal on the front opposition bench, 
JEAN LUIE COMMITTED. 
Jean Luie, the claimant’s witness in the 
Tichborne case, was to-day fully committed 
for trial 011 the charge of perjury. 
Large 
crowds filled and surrounded the court room 
in expectation cf seeing the claimant himself 
on this occasion, but the latter was not al­ 
lowed to appear in court.

GENERAL ORDERS 
THE MIDLAND RAILROAD 
BILL. 
Mr. LINCOLN ¡11 the chair: 
Repealing act exempting the real and per­ 
sonal property of the Midland Railroad Com­ 
pany from taxation. 
Mr. ALBERGER moved to strike out the 
second section. 
Mr. WEED said lie would not oppose the 
bill if the people along the lino of the road 
wanted it, but lie thought its passage would 
do harm, aud there was serious doubt con­ 
cerning its constitutionality. Besides, it will 
greatly embarrass the collection of the state 
tax and create a deficiency which would have 
to be provided for. 
Mr. BEEBE defended the bill in the interests 
of his constituents, now burdened to an al­ 
most unbearable degree ¡11 the extent to which 
they are bonded for this and other roads. He 
went into the merits of the proposition at 
great length, urging that the bill was a meas­ 
ure of justice to the people of a large portion 
of the state and one which the Legislature 
could not-rofasc to pass. 
Mr. WEED again criticised the bill, urg­ 
ing that the.road is embarrassed enough at 
the present time without adding this burden. 
Mr. BEEBE denied that this would be the 
ellect of the bill. If the exemption upon this 
properly is removed, so much more properly 
would be added to the valuation, and there 
can bo no deficiency. 
Mr. WEED reiterated his opinion that such 
would be the effect of the bill, and objected to 
it for that reason. 
Mr. ALVORD granted that Mr. Wood was 
right in a certain sense, but the slate tax col­ 
lected under the bill could be donated to the 
towns either in the Supply bill or in the Gen­ 
eral Appropriation bill, and thus it would 
come uuder the property to be covered by the 
state tax. 
Mr. BEEBE said il was the first manage­ 
ment of the road which is burdened. The old 
debt is to be wiped out, and the road will now 
come into the possession of tDo first mortgage 
bondholders,wiio will get property worth 630,- 
000,000 for less than *6,000,000. 
The new 
proprietors of the road come into power clear 
of debt, and it is now a measure of justice to 
the people of the towns to pass this law. The 
result he had spoken of was inevitable, as the 
holders of the first mortgage securities had 
already taken the preliminary proceedings for 
foreclosures. 
Mr. BEECHLIÍ said his county, which was 
as heavily bonded as any other, did not ask 
that at the present time any further lax should 
be imposed upon the road. He could not see 
his way clear to giving his support to the bill, 
as he did not believe in “killing the goose 
which lays the golden egg.” 
Mr. SLOAN said the city of Oswego had 
been assessed for the road to the same extent 
as the towns, and it should therefore enjoy 
any benefit derivable from the bill. lie moved 
to amend the bill accordingly. Agreed to. 
Mr. ALBERGER withdrew his motion. 
The bill was then progressed.

Mr. STOCKTON moved an additional 
amendment to the instructions submitted by 
his colleague (Frelinghuysen) directing the 
committee to report in favor of holding an in­ 
ternational exhibition, so as to exhibit the 
products of the United States in comparison 
with those of older nations, Stockton spoke 
at some length iu favorof an international ex­ 
hibition. 
Mr. BAYARD also argued ¡11 favor of an in­ 
ternational exhibition.

P hiladelphia, March 5.—A delegation of 
women waited on Mayor Stokeley this morn­ 
ing and presented a petition for the enforce 
nient of the Sunday law to prevent the sale of 
liquor. He pointed oat tiie defects of the 
present law and advised an application to the 
Legislature to amend it so as to be made op 
erative. In taking leave they assured him 
that whatever steps he may take to crush out 
the evil he would have the moral support of 
the women. He said he had intended issuin 
a proclamation, but had concluded to await 
the result of tho conference of Baptist clergy­ 
men with the Judges of Common I’ieas before 
doing so. 
THE FIGHT AT COLUMBUS. 
Columbus, Ohio, March 5.—The immense 
crowds which followed the crusaders yester­ 
day induced a change of programme aud this 
morning about two hundred ladies were divid 
ed into four squads, going into opposite di­ 
rections. Each squad had its attendants 
large numbers. At 12 o’clock all the squads 
iu -t at the Presbyterian Church and reported 
Twenty places were visited. At several beer 
saloons the doors were locked and admittance 
refused. At others the proprietors treated the 
ladies w. 11 aud made them speeches evidently 
prepared for tho occasion. One proprietor re 
fused to allow prayer to be offered,. savin 
he feared it would only cause the ladies 
to be insulted. 
One wholesale liquor 
dealer refused to allow prayer to .be offered 
Several prominent grocers said they would 
gladly give up liquor selling if other grocers 
would do so. Several saloon keepers ex 
pressed a willingness to sell out aud whether 
ttiis was done or not to purchase uo more 
stock. No particular indignity was offered at 
any place and the ladles derived considerable 
encouragement from tliis fact. Quite a num­ 
ber of signatures were obtained to the citizens 
pledge, but not one liquor dealer could by 
song or prayer be induced to sign the dealers 
pledge. 
At Columbus, O., this afternoon the ladies 
suTered the first indignity so far met with. 
At a 3uloon kept by an Italian named Corradi 
t ieir voices were drowned by cornet playing, 
shouts and jeers, which were suppressed by 
tho Chief of Police. A crowd of male aiul 
female loafers then collected under the leader­ 
ship of Street Commissioner Aumillcr and 
held a mock prayer meeting. At a German 
beer saloon on High street they were refused 
admittance and held service on the sidewalk, 
where they were surrounded by a crowd of 
Germans, who became violent and threat­ 
ening. 
The pollen advised the ladies 
to desist at that point. No saloon keepers 
were conquered, to-day though the citizens’ 
pledge was largely signed and a prayer meeting 
wa3 held in the First Presbyterian Church 
all day. Tiie ladies arc becoming strong in 
faith and numbers. The insults offered them 
to-day have increased their strength. The 
excitement has increased. Some prominent 
attorneys are preparing a stringent temperance 
ordinance which will be presented to the Com­ 
mon Council for adoption. 
A VICTORY AT BELLEFONTAINE. 
N ew York, March 5 .—At Bellefonlaiinj, 
Ohio, to-day two liquor sellers surrendered to 
the ladies’ crusade. One afterwards appeared 
at the temperance meeting and asked the 
prayers of the ladies in liis behalf. 
EXCITEMENT AT DAYTON. 
At Dayton, Ohio, the excitement is intense 
andan aggressive movement on the part of the 
ladies is anticipated to-morrow, although vis­ 
itation by committees is not yet complcte.S 
JEFFERSONVILLE UNREPENTANT. 
At Jeffersonville, Ind., tho ladies continue 
visiting and praying at the saloons, but thus 
far 110 saloons have been closed. One saloon 
keeper to-day fiung to the breeze an American 
flag when the ladies began their devotional 
exercises in front of his house and declined (o 
surrender. 


RAILROAD STRIKES. 
TIic Lchiuh Valley Trouble. 
W ilk esb a rre , Pa., March 5 .— The strike 
on the Lehigh Valley Railroad is confined lo 
the Northern Division. The mail train south 
to-day was stopped by striking brakemon. 
Tlie Superintendent received notice that the 
brakemen at CaxtoTr*intended to stop tho 
mail train north. Sheriff Whittaker with a 
posse of twenty-live men took passage on the 
train and when boarded by the brakemen at 
Caxton the ringleaders were arrested. After 
the train passed Caxton the Sheriff' returned 
to Wilkesbarre with five prisoners. Two named 
Moneglian and Reynolds wero held in $500 
bail; the others were discharged. There are 
now seven hundred cars of coal at Caxton 
waiting shipment north. A proposition was 
made lo tlie strikers at Waverly lo go to work 
at ante-panic prices, but they demand ten 
cents per-diem additional, making tW pay 
the same as on the Erie roat\. No trains of 
any kind are running from» Waverly. All the 
sidiugs between Waverly and Sayre are full of 
cars, with the brakes set, brake wheels taken 
off and switches spiked. Last evening a pas­ 
senger train came up to Athens, four miles 
from Waverly, and was left there with a view 
of returning in the morning. Tho strikers, 
learning this, went down, took possession of 


it and brought it op lo Ijjadqoirtof?!

lencé has occurred. 
THE EKIIi.STRIKERS; 
B u ffalo , March 5.—The employees of the 
Erie Railway who are on strike for pay due 
since January last held a largo and eftUitniaS* 
tic mu ling to-night. Large additions haVe 
been made to tlio number of strikers. There 
are now no trackmen, carpenters, painters or 
freight house employees of the road at work 
aloug this division. Tiie meeting was one of , 
the most orderly ever held under similar cir- i 
cumstances. The speakers used no harsh lan- i 
guago nor indulged in any resentment to olli- j 
cars of the road here. The meeting depreca­ 
ted any acts of violence towards the road or 
disorderly conduct in those contending for 
their rights. All they demanded was that 
they should be paid arrearages and liave a 
fixed time set for tlio payment of wages and 
be paid promptly. A resolution was passed 
denouncing any attempt to interfere with pas­ 
senger trains. 


T H E N A TIO N A L C A T IT A L . 
C o n tin u a tio n or tlie M oiety llcn rin er. 
W ashington, March 5.—Tho Ways and 
Moans Committee .to-day resumed the hearing 
outlie moiety question. Strong delegations 
from New York and Boston were present. A 
memorial was received from tlie Philadelphia 
Board of Trade, which will be presented to 
Congress, a» follows: 
The Philadelphia Board of Trade respect­ 
fully represents that the customs laws su e con­ 
fused and difficult to understand, and that 
the proceedings of informers and government 
officers acting under these 
laws have 
sometimes 
been 
high-handed 
and 
offensive to the moral sense of the mer­ 
cantile community and consequently injurious 
to.tiie government itself. We therefore pray 
Congress to revise said laws and amend them 
so that honest importers may not bo injured 
in property and reputation by proceedings in­ 
stituted at tlie instigation of men who are ac­ 
tuated by tfie hope of pecuniary profit to them­ 
selves rather than by a desire to promote the 
public good. 
Wm. E. Dodge, of Phelps, Dodge & Co., 
made a long statement, giving the history of 
the case iu which they paid $271,000 as com­ 
promise and showing ihc manner in which 
the iirm had been treated by Jayne and other 
government officers. The narrative was lis­ 
tened to with much interest by the committee 
and Dodge was vindicated from all charges or 
suspicions of fraud.

Resolved, That we recommend every C h ris­ 
tian woman, especially wives and mothers,-to 
do everything in their power to suppress the 
enormous evil wqich is filling our land with 
mourning, and families with desolation.
